mixed industrial city of East 
Chicago, 
Ind., where he ap­ 
pealed for liberalization of the 
immigration laws — something 
opposed by William E. Miller, 
the Republican vice presiden­ 
tial nominee. 
Large and noisy crowds greet­ 
ed the President in East Chica­ 
go before he flew to Indianapo­ 
lis. 
In his 
Indianapolis speech, 
Johnson likened the American 
economic system to a sturdy 
oak with its roots in the Mid­ 
west. 
“ And the issue today,” he 
•aid, “is whether to tend this 
oak 
with 
care, 
nourish 
its 
growth as it must be nourished 
—o r whether we chop it up for 
firewood.” 
A marked change in the tone 
of Johnson’s campaigning be­ 
cam e apparent Wednesday in 
Iowa and Illinois.

expected the heavy criticism. 
“JTiis is the only one of the 
council schemata that has not

Political Cacophony on Election 


CLEVELAND (AP) - Secur­ 
ity arrangements—from signs at 
elevator doors to a police heli­ 
copter—are ready for President 
Johnson’s visit here today. 
Signs at a downtown hotel 
where the President will stay 
ask that anything or anyone of 
suspicious nature be brought 
to the attention of the build­ 
ing manager. 
Also briefed and ready are 
more han 500 policemen, sher­ 
iff’s 
deputies, 
secret service 
agents and U.S. Marshals. They 
will line the motorcade route 
from Burke Lakefront Airport, 
where the President’s plane will 
land at 4:45 p.m., to the hotel— 
about a mile and a half. 
Police also are keeping under 
surveillance a number of known 
extremists here. 
A police helicopter will be in 
radio contact with detectives on 
the street. 
Johnson, campaigning through 
the midwest, will speak tonight 
at a $100-a-plate dinner at the 
mall convention center at Pub­ 
lic Hall. 
Also ready for use if the Pres­ 
ident wants it is the reinforced 
bubble-top limousine, now re­ 
built, in which President Ken­ 
nedy was assissinated. 
During his visit here in June, 
the President twice got out of 
an auto and, in his usual fashion, 
walked 
along shaking hands 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 
From the sparse settlements of 
the badlands, from the valley 
towns of the Rockies, from the 
teeming cities of the Pacific 
slope, a strange medley is rising 
in the West.

1. Earnest support of Lyndon 
B. Johnson. The comment of 
Mrs. Albert Becco, part-time 
hospital employee at Pueblo, 
Colo., is typical: “I like Johnson 
because he says he loves every­ 
one. I mean I think he’s inter­ 
ested in all the people.’* 
2. Dedicated backing for Bar- 
ry Coldwater. Example: Mrs. 
Gene A. Williams, housewife, of 
Olympia, Wash., who said she 
was 
a 
Democrat 
for 
some 
years: “I’m going to vote for 
Coldwater because I think he 
would be more responsible with 
my money.” 
3. The plague-on-both houses 
theme. E. D. Hovde, a state 
highway 
engineer 
from 
San 
Francisco, said: “We’ve got two 
lousy candidates.” 
An unusual aspect of this 
presidential contest is the ap­ 
parent strength of this third 
school of thought, composed of 
people who either won’t vote or, 
if they do, will vote against 
somebody rather than for some. 
body. 
There seems to be considera­ 
ble yearning for another choice 
— for some unidentified man 
who isn’t there. This yearning 
was put into words by Sharon 
Atzeni, a parking lot attendant 
In Tucson, Arn.: 
“I don’t think Johnson is a 
very good President. I think 
Coldwater would be worse. I’d 
sure like to have more of a 
choice.” 
These quotes, and many oth­ 
ers, were gathered by Associat­ 
ed Press reporters as they in­ 
terviewed people at random in 
IS states — New Mexico, Arizo­ 
na, 
California, 
Washington, 
Oregon, 
Nevada, 
Montana, 
Wyoming, Utah, Colorado, Ida­ 
ho, Alaska, Hawaii. 
These 
states 
represent 
95 
electoral votes out of a total of 
538. It is largely from the West, 
plus the Midwest and South that 
Coldwater has been hoping to 
put together the required victo­ 
ry total of 270. 
The 
New 
York 
T i m e s , 


after a nationwide survey, says 
that as of now Coldwater is 
generally considered certain to 
carry only two states, Mississip­ 
pi and Alabama, with eight 
others appearing to favor him. 
In California, with its weighty 
total of 40 electoral votes, Cold­ 
water is considered “dead,” the 
Times says. 
A voice long powerful in Cali­ 
fornia Republican circles was 
raised for Coldwater last Sun­ 
day, however, when the Los 
Angeles Times came out for 
him. California’s biggest news­ 
paper laid great stress on GOP 
principles which, it said, have 
best served individual liberty 
and free enterprise. 
In the stretch drive to the 
Nov. 
3 
election, 
Coldwater 
strategists are counting heavily 
on two factors: (I) Dedicated 
zeal by his campaign workers, 
the kind of people who put him 
across at the San Francisco 
convention, and 
(2) 
Possible 
over-confidence on the part of 
the Democrats. 
A variety of issues figure 
differently in Various parts of 
the vast West. Viet Nam is of 
concern in Hawaii, less so in 
New Mexico. Civil rights, and 
the extent of the possible white 
backlash, are talking points in 
metropolitan Los Angeles and 
San Francisco. 
A Yakima, Wash., housewife 
said that should Coldwater win 
she would live in fear that he 
might push the atomic button. 
An Albuquerque, N.M., wom­ 
an, with sons in the military 
service, said there wa* nothing 
to fear from the GOP candidate.

And more than one lady gar­ 
dener will be green with envy 
to learn that the gorgeous and 
elegant flowers that Frances 
Crawford uses in her arrange­ 
ments were grown by a hus­ 
band who spends all his spare 
time in the garden. 
Mrs. Crawford lends a will­ 
ing hand when necessary. (We 
noticed she had cut off the spent 
rose blooms). But its rarely 
necessary for her. 
When she dug a sumac plant 
for the garden editor with

spade she did not want her 
picture taken. “Ifs entirely out 
of character for me to be dig­ 
ging,’’ she explained.

plants. These enormous tropical 
trees took a liking to the spot 
they inhabit. Other castor beans 
planted at the same time in a 
different location are just about 
six feet high.

Mrs. Crawford was telling us 
about an arrangement she once 
made using a single castor bean 
leaf as an umbrella. The class in

Undemeth the umbrella 
she used the inside of a lily 
flower to simulate rain splash­ 
ing on the ground. 
However, the leaves of t h i s 
particular group of castor beans 
are enormous, measuring an un­ 
believable three feet in width. 
Whenever Frances Crawford 
undertakes something she does 
it well. T h i s goes for the 
house plants that she raises. 
She has some 30 excellent Af­

violets, 
most of them 
blooming resplendently. Recent­ 
ly she gave away quite a num- ; 

Her violets add to the decor j 
of the house and too many would 
detract. 
Gene, we understand, leaves 
the indoor gardening to h i s 
wife. She also is in charge of 
the Crawford canning and freez-) 
ing department. And her canned 
good cupboard is just about run­ 
ning over.

GENE CRAWFORD’* success 
as a gardener may be attributed 
to the fact that he’s out in the 
garden so much; that he starts 
working early in the 
spring; 
and t h a t he’s regular in his 
mowing a n d spraying p r o ­ 
grams. 
The back yard is enclosed by 
a rustic fence. Vegetables are 
grown close to the fence. Along 
with the vegetables are rows of 
iris, glads, celosia and zinnias.

This they 
accomplished by the use of 
wide grass paths so that one 
s t a n d s at the front looking 
down long 
vistas of 
green 
lawn. 
The past year the Crawfords 
started an iris planting and a 
rather extensive one. The drive­ 
way is bordered with perennials. 
Actually Gene Crawford is a 
rose man. He now has 40 flour­ 
ishing plants. But this is just 
the beginning. In time the per­ 
ennial border which has only a 
few roses will be given over en­ 
tirely to the Crawfords’ favorite 
flower.

Impure Food 
Code Studied 


International Low 
Is Goal of U.N. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The! 
groundwork is being laid for an 
international code designed to 
ban im pure foods, questionable 
additives and possibly harm ful 
residues of pesticides from gro­ 
cery stores and m arkets around 
the world. 
The 
establishm ent 
of 
such 
standards is a major project of 
the U.N. Food and Agriculture 
Organization 
and 
the 
U.N. 
World Health Organization, with 
the United States playing an 
active role in the movement. 
The 
food 
standards, 
when 
developed, would be voluntary 
in nature — that is, there would 
be no supplem entary laws in the 
United States or other countries 
requiring that they be followed 
by food canners and other proc­ 
essors. 
International food and health 
officials believe that enlightened 
self-interest 
would 
encourage 
many processors to abide by the 
standards because they could 
increase 
sales 
both 
in 
their 
home countries and in export 
m arkets. 
Because they would be volun­ 
tary in nature, it would not be 
necessary that the code be set 
forth in a treaty among govern­ 
ments. subject, in this country, 
to Senate ratification. 
An international m eeting on 
the subject of world food stand­ 
ards has just been concluded in 
Geneva, Switzerland. The Unit­ 
ed States was represented by 
Nathan Koenig, an assistant to 
the adm inistrator of the Agri­ 
culture 
D epartm ent’s 
Agri­ 
cultural Marketing Service. 
The 
establishment 
of

standards in them selves would 
not

One which is too large will 
sway from side to side when 
in motion. The rider will not 
have good 
control over the 
bike and will not be able to 
stop quickly or safely. 
A bicycle too sm all will cause 
the rider’s knees to bump the 
handlebars and will be hard to 
steer. 
Riders should check to see 
whether their seat saddle and 
handlebars 
are 
adjusted 
cor­ 
rectly. They should sit on the 
saddle with the ball of one foot 
on a pedal at the lowest posi­ 
tion. If the leg is in an almost 
straight line with 
the 
k n e e 
bent slightly, then the height of 
the saddle is right. Correct sad­ 
dle tilt is slightly upward at the 
front.

HANDLEBARS Should be ap­ 
proxim ately the sam e height as 
the saddle. Handlegrips should 
be about the

shoulders, and at right angles 
to the stem.

are 
some 
suggestions 
for p r o p e r riding technique 
which will give m ore control 
over bikes and will help cyc­ 
lists ride farther without getting 
tired:

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Tips on Fire Prevention 


Offered by Health Officer 


“Death as a result of fire is 
a public h e a l t h problem in 
Ohio,” states Circleville^ Health 
Commissioner John Him rod. 
Last year according to Him- 
rod, Pickaway C o u n t y had 
103 fires. The total loss was 
$160,600. Ohio had 244 needless 
deaths attributed to fire, and 
thousands were left homeless. 
Himrod said, ‘‘We are interest­ 
ed in fire prevention because of 
the number of lives l o s t each 
year. This make deaths from 
fire a public health problem. 
The health department staff is 
interested in preventing deaths 
from all causes. It is hard to 
believe but one in five home ac­ 
cidental deaths in Ohio in 1963 
was the result of fire and burns. 
F i res are second only to falls 
in home accidents, accidents kill 
more people in the U n i t e d 
States (100,500 in 1963) than all 
the infectious diseases combin­ 
ed.” 
If each person would carry out 
his own Home Inspection Pro­ 
gram, at l e a s t once yearly, 
deaths from fire could be reduc­ 
ed.

Fair Housing 
Is Opposed 


Savings, Loan League 
Raps Proposed Law 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—Op­ 
position to fair housing legisla­ 
tion was authorized in a reso­ 
lution Wednesday as the Ohio 
Savings and Loan League con­ 
cluded its 76th annual conven­ 
tion. 
The League stated its opposi­ 
tion to “any legislation which 
would restrict the exercise of 
prudent 
lending 
policies 
in 
making loans on homes.” 
The 
resolution 
further 
ex­ 
plained its opposition as against 
laws that would “infringe upon 
the rights of a lending institu­ 
tion to approve or reject loans 
solely on the basis of the eco­ 
nomic factors involved.” 
To describe the League’s in­ 
volvement in such matters, Ex­ 
ecutive Secretary Joseph E. Lin 
Ville gave this example: 
A home-owner who did not 
wish to sell his house to a Ne­ 
gro might ask and receive a $35 
OOO contract for purchase of a’ 
$30,000 home. The buyer has the 
20 per cent down payment and 
requests a $28,000 loan for the 
balance. 
“When we send out our ap­ 
praisers we determine the house 
is worth only $30,000.” Lin Ville 
said. “Therefore, our safe loan 
limit is $24,000, not the $28,000 
he requires. 
“We reject the loan and he 
goes to the NAACP (National 
Association For the Advance­ 
ment of Colored People) or oth­ 
er organization with 
the com­ 
plaint that he is the victim of 
prejudicial treatment. 
“We could not grant a loan 
like that to anyone,” Linville 
added.

cinnati as president. C. B. Haz­ 
iest Jr., Akron, was chosen first 
vice president and Alwyn

Consular officials that England 
was just the first stop on a 
world tour they planned. The 
trip was cut short by British po­ 
lice who finally found them 
Wednesday 
night 
and 
picked 
them up at the request of Cleve­ 
land police. 
Tired but happy, the girls 
were flying home today after 
three weeks of touring. 
“Sure we like the Beatles and 
the Rolling Stones and some of 
the other groups, too,” they 
told U. S. officials. “But that’s 
not the reason we left home. 
That was just newspaper talk. 
We wanted to see something of 
the world.” 
The girls said they had been 
saving their money for a long 
time for the trip. Police said 
they still had $1,400 left when 
they were picked up Wednes­ 
day and taken to the West End 
Police Station for the night. 
U.S. Consel Henry Lilienfield 
met them after breakfast this 
morning, before driving them to 
London Airport to board a plane 
for New York. 
The girls, both 16, vanished 
from their homes Sept. 17, a 
day after the mop-haired Beat 
les 
performed 
in 
Cleveland. 
Their disappearance touched off 
a hunt on both sides of the At­ 
lantic. 
A police woman spotted Janice 
Wednesday on crowded Oxford 
Street. 
She told 
police they 
would find Martha in an apart­ 


ment the two had rented about 
a mile from the city’s west end 
entertainment center. 
The girls were unharmed and 
happy because they had visited 
Liverpool, the Beatles’ home­ 
town. 
“Apparently 
they’ve 
been 
touring around—ail quite inno­ 
cent—following 
their 
favorite 
beat groups,” a Scotland Yard 
inspector said. 
‘‘They’ve switched allegiance 
to the Rolling Stones, another 
pop group over here. The Rol­ 
ling Stones have a lot more hair, 
you known, enough to stuff a 
mattress with.” 


The Rolling Stones are sched­ 
uled to visit Cleveland soon. 
Police said the girls had $1,400 
left. 
In 
Cleveland, 
Mrs. 
Isabel 
Schendel, M artha’s mother, said 
her daughter had taken nearly 
$2,000 set aside for college to 
finance the trip. 
Mrs. E. W. Klein, Janice’s 
guardian, said: “ I don’t think 
a girl 16 should be let alone in 
this country, let 
alone 
in a 
strange 
country. 
It 
is 
very 
strange they left in the first 
place with no reason at all ex­ 
cept those silly old Beatles.” 
When Cleveland police asked 


the British to check into the 
girls’ disappearance, the home 
office at first said it had no 
record they had arrived. Later 
it found they went through Lon- 
don Airport’s immigration office 
under their own names on Sept. 
18. 
Every police station in Bri­ 
tain got pictures of the pair. At 
one stage of the search even the 
Beatles were asked to make a 
personal appeal for Janice and 
Martha. 
But the Beatles declined, per. 
haps afraid more of their fe­ 
male fans would vanish until 
they called them.

CLEVELAND (AP) — One of 
the leading citizens of Broken 
Bow, Okla., has stopped limp­ 
ing, which may well prove to be 
a shot in the arm for the Cleve­ 
land Browns’ defensive line. 
Big Frank Parker, a 267-pound 
tackle, is back in shape after 
being sidelined with a knee in­ 
jury since Sept. 13 in Washing­ 
ton.

BONNEVILLE SALT FLATS, 
Utah (AP) — Art Arfons headed 
home to Akron, Ohio, today, his 
effort to top his own world land 
speed record stalled by a flat 
tire. 
The right back tire of Arfons’ 
17,000-horsepower jet car blew 
Wednesday 
as 
he 
streaked 
across the white salt desert of 
western Utah at nearly 500 
miles an hour. 
The 
blowout 
damaged 
the 
body of the car, called the 
Green Monster, and Arfons said 
he would have to take it back to 
his Akron garage to fix it 
Arfons was not hurt in t h e 
mishap. 
Arfons, 38, set the record of 
434.02 m.p.h. Monday in two 
passes over a one-mile course.

Thus if a boy finishes 
first, he earns one point; sec 
ond, two points and so on. 
The lowest score wins t h e 
meet. And the lowest possible 
s c o r e a team c a n get is 15, 
which is the total of the num­ 
bers one through five. 
lf one ‘earn should win the 
first five places, it would then 
finish with 15 points. Assum­ 
ing the opposing team should 
place runners in the next five 
places — six through IO — it 
would have 40 points. 
However, if the winning team 
should have all seven runners 
f i n i s h ahead of the losing 
team’s first five then the losers 
would add the numerals eight 
through 12 to arrive at their 
score, which in this case would! 
be 50. 
Although basically simple, the 
scoring system is still confusing

Court Funds 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — 
Guem.se> County Juvenile Court 
judge has won his fight in the 
Ohio Supreme Court for more 
funds to operate the juvenile 
court. 
The high court, acting on a 
mandamus action filed by Ju­ 
venile Court Judge Edgar A. 
M o r e h e a d , ordered Guern 
sey C o u n t’ys commissioners 
Wednesday to appropriate addi 
tionai operating funds. The de­ 
cision Has unanimous. 
Judge Morehead had asked 
tile commissioners for $22,680 in 
his 1964 budget. But the com­ 
missioners, 
arguing 
that the 
proposed budget was excessive 
because it was mor ethan five 
times the amount appropriated 
in former years, gave him only 
$4,325. 
The court said that under the 
findings Hie budget does not 
amount “to an abuse of dis­ 
cretion but is reasonable in rela­ 
tion to . . . needs.” 
The court also noted an earli­ 
er decision which held that the 
administrative expenses of ju­ 
venile courts lie in the judge’s 
discretion so long as the mone­ 
tary requests “do Dot amount 
to an abu>e of discretion.”
